It is dealers of this type who have 
put the business across. And it has 
been proven quite conclusively that 
the retail tire dealer must be pro- 
tected in his territory on the line 
he carries. He has sufficient com- 
petition without additional in the 
form of a competitor in his line. 

And right here it is timely to re- 
mark that the more successful tire 
dealers carry and merchandise re- 
lated items and the jobber who 
handles tires + generally gets the 
business. 

In the final analysis of the tire 
business of the Providence Auto 
Equipment Company there have 
been two factors, we believe, more 
responsible for the success of the 
pusiness than anything else. These 
are the proper building of the dealer 
organization and the service ren- 
dered’ by it to the consumer. 

Successful tire dealers are not 
made by mere appointment. This 
type is easily obtained. But they 
do not stick. Dealer turnover is 
costly to the jobber. So in build- 
ing his retailer organization Kel- 
logge says he built for permanency. 

“Our dealers were not built over 
night,” said Mr. Kellogg in dis- 
cussing tire conditions. “It has 
taken time and, perhaps, patience,
